EXEMPTED MEN 


and to the Public Generally 


I dealing with the very large number of claims for exemption 


able, that as a result of false statements and difficulties put in the 
way of investigation, some individuals have secured exemption 
whose proper place is in the Army. 


It is not the intention of the Government to allow these men to evade per- 
manently their obligation to bear their part in the military defence of the 
Country and of the ideals for which we are fighting. To do so would defeat 
the purpose of the Act, and cause grave injustice to men in the second class 
necessarily called out to fill their places. 


Exemptions Granted on False Grounds 


It is, therefore, proposed to scrutinize carefully all exemptions granted to date 
in order to separate those which have been granted on false or insufficient 
grounds from those that are well founded, 

With this object in view the various Registrars under the Military Service 
Act have been instructed to iSsue a series of questionnaires to exempted men, 
These questionnaires must be filled up correctly and returned promptly under 
penalty of forfeiture of exemption for failure to do so. 


Exempted Men Who Have Changed Address 
It is therefore important in their own interest that all exempted men who 


have changed their address since their exemption was granted and who have | 


not already notified the Registrar of such change should notify him at once. 
Under the Regulations it is the duty of exempted men to keep the Registrar 
advised of any change of address, and failure to receive the questionnaire 
by reason of neglect of this duty must be treated as equivalent to failure to 
return the questionnaire after receipt. 


Citizens Urged to Assist 
In many instances information has been furnished by members of the public 
which has led to the cancellation of exemptions obtained: by false or mis- 
leading statements, Further co-operation of this character is invited. The 
Government regard it as the Duty of all loyal citizens, not only to the Country, 
but to the men at the front, to assist in this way in securing reinforcements

Utilizing Flax Straw 
Binder Twine Will Now Be Made 


In Saskatchewan 


For many years hundreds of tons 
of flax straw have been burned in 


| Saskatchewan yearly, but it was re- 


ported last fall that a process had 
been discovered by means of which 
this straw could be utilized economi- 
cally in the mantfacture of binding 
twine. Some remarkable samples of 
the prodtcts of flax straw under this 
process were on view at Regina, Sas- 
katchewan, at thg time. 

It is now announced that an auth- 
orization has been granted under the 
Saskatchewan Companies’ Act for 
the organization and operation of a 
company, with a capitaliztion of $1,- 
000,000, for the purpose of manufac- 
turing binder twine, commercial 
twine and general cordage from flax 
straw in Saskatchewan under the 
new process. It is estimated that 
from a ton of flax straw, 270 pounds 
of twine can be manufactured — by 
this process.

Preferring to live in a pig 
rather than stay away from the home 
she had known all her life, is the 
story of an aged Frenchwoman who 
is today the lonely, single inhabitant 
of a deserted village in the Aisne de- 
partment of Northern France.

All the entreaties of Fronch_ sol- 
diers have failed to convince the ag- 
ed Frenchwoman that she should 
leave the improvised home in the 
pig sty.

She has been pro- 
vided with a gas mask and in the

Grading Potatoes 


Proven That It Is a Real Business 
and Actual Need 


It is high time that Canadian pota- 


to growers woke to the very real 
need of grading their ‘crops, The 
reasons for grading are obvious. 


Common sense demands it, and busi- 
ness results amply justify it. 

In the first place, not only higher 
prices, but greater gross receipts 
can be obtained by carefully grading 
any given lot of potatoes, “Field 
run” potatoes, unsorted, bring from 
10 per cent. to 20 per cent, less per 
bushel than graded stock. In other 
words, 80 to 90 bushels of graded po- 
tatoes will bring the same amount 
of money as 100 bushels of ungrad- 
ed. The culls should be retained 
and fed to livestock, or sold for this 
purpose. 

The most marked economy results 
from careful grading. The grower 
gets*more money, the shipper finds 


less handling necessary, much car 
space is saved, and the consumer’s 
kitchen waste of potatoes, a very 
serious item when ungraded *#ege- 


tables are used, is done away with. 
It is demonstratable that the aver- 
age car of potatoes shipped in Cana- 
da would actually be worth more if 
100 bushels, say, of culls, were tak- 


en out. The consumer, confident of 
the uniformly good quality of — his 
purchases, is quite willing to pay 
more. 

In Great Britain the grading of 
potatoes is made compulsory and 
the sale of tubers that will pass 


through a screen of 154 inch mesh 


is —:permitted only at low prices. In 
every. case these smaller potatoes 
must be invoiced as “damaged” or 


“undersized.” 


All graded potatoes should be ab- 
solutely free from mechanical injury, 
sunburn and frost. The culls, includ- 
ing bruised, cut and otherwise dam- 
aged vegetables, can be sold for 
stock feeding. 


OF course grading is of little or no 
benefit if the crop be a mixed lot of 
poor varieties. It is vitally important 
that only selected seed 
and that the grower use only . one 
type, or, at most, two—one an early 
type and one a late type. This is 
the practice in parts of the United 
States.

Summing up, then, there is every- 
thing to be gained, and nothing to be 
lest by grading potatoes.

Bank Clearings in all Western Cana. 
da Cities Show Increase 


The bank clearings of ten of. the 
leading cities and towhs of Western 
Canada where clearing houses are in 
operation showed a gain of $954,960,- 
000 in the year 1917 over the prev- 
ious year. Winnipeg, Manitoba, had 
an increase of more than . $t:00,000,- 
000; Calgary, Alberta, of $115,000- , 
000; Vancouver, British Coluinbia, of 
$98,000,000; and Regina, Saskatche- 
wan, of $45,000,000; while the gains 
at Edmonton, Alberta, Saskatoon, 
Saskatchewan; Lethbridge, Alberta; 
Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan; Brandon, 
Manitoba; and Medicine Hat, Alber- 
ie were from $28,000,000 to $29,000- 


These gains are almost entirely 
due to the activity of the agricultur- 
al and live stock industries cf West- 
ern Canada and being based on such 
a solid foundation they may be said 
to be a true measure of the growing 
prosperity of the country. 

Returns for the first week in Janu- 
ary, 1918, show an increase for the 
western cities of Canada in their 
bank clearing returts of 15 per cent, 
over the corresponding week of last 
year. Calgary, Alberta, with an_ in- 
crease of 32.8 pei cent. or $1,115,682 
has the greatest gain for the week 
with 25 per cent: Winnipeg has a 
gain of $5,041,161 or 18 per cent. ov-

Railroads Plants of U. S. 


U. 8. Railway Limes Sufficiently 
Long to Girdle the Earth 
Eleven Times 


Just how big the United States 
railroad plant really is one may 
learn from the following statistics 
given in the current issue of The 
Scientific American. 

“Not’ many people are aware that 
the railroads of the United © States 
have a total length approximately 
equal to those of Europe and Asia 
combined. As a matter of fact, the 
railroad tracks, if strung out in a 
continuous line, would be ‘sufficient 
to run a girdle of steel eleven times 
around the earth at the equator. 

“If we take the average length of 
a locomotive as being 125 feet, we 
find that the 65, locomotives 
which are possessed by all the rail- 
roads, if they were placed end to 
end, would fill four railroad tracks 
each 385 miles in length. . 

“The freight car. statistics give us 
some remarkable figures. ... If the 
cars on all our railroads were placed 
end to end they would stretch con- 
tinuously for 20,000 miles, which 
means that there are sufficient cars 
in the United States today, if strung 
out, to make a complete circle of the 
earth along the latitude of Philadel- 
phia. ‘ 

“The amount of freight that is ear- 
ried every year is stupendous. The 
tonnage last year was» 1,802,018,117 
tons. That is a big total, For a mea- 
sure we will take Madison Square, 
New York city, which extends 870 
feet by 570 feet from building to 
building. Assuming that che average 
contents for each ton of freight is 
cubic feet, we find that on the basis 
of nearly 2,000,000,000 tons of freight 
per year we would have to fill Madi- 
son Square every twelve hours of 
the year to a depth of 279 feet.”

The very serious need of increased 
production of foodstuffs in the short 
est possible time was responsible for 
the recently-started. propaganda for 
increased hog production. [his has 
led up to the very important ques- 
tion of feed, and has impelled The 
Battleford Press to secure first hand 
information on the one kind of hog 
fodder which normally should be 
most quickly grown. 

From ex-Mayor Phillips, who for 
many years has been closely in touch 
with the question by reason of his 
usiness, we learn that. rape, the 
queen of forage plants, comprises 
the most promising solution of the 
feed problem now confronting the 
farmer under the stress of a demand 
which must not be denied. He states 
that hogs can be grown to maturity 
on rape alone where it is possible to 
maintain the pasturage a - sufficient 
length of time, but that naturally 
better and quicker results are attain- 
ed where a small quantity of grain 
feed such as oat or barley chop is 
given, mixed, .for instance, in the 
drinking water, 

~Mr, Phillips “claims that to~ =i 
best returns land should be enriched 
before sowing-to rape, and it goes 
without. saying that the plant re- 
quires considerable moisture. 

At least one local farmer to our 
knowledge has experienced abundant 
success with pigs raised on a pas- 
turage of rape, viz, K. Weber. 
Two years ago he sowed six acres 
to that fodder, using five pounds of 
seed to the acre. He. divided this 
patch into three so ag to give one 
field a chance to renew its growth 
while the next one was being pastur- 
ed. ‘He fed very little grain, but us- 
ed buttermilk instead, and got good 
results at a very small outlay of cap- 
ital and labor. He states that from 
his own experience white hogs | do 
not do as well as the black varieties 
on rape feeding, as their skin _ be- 
comes affected with a scab and at 
times even scales off, due possibly to 
constant contact with the plant or 
the frequent wetting in damp weath- 
er. ‘Mr. Weber had the above ex- 
Perience with the Yorkshires, and it 
is possible that that breed alone is 
susceptible to the trouble. He had 
no such difficulty with the black var- 
iety, Berkshires, he now raises.

An End to the Standing Menace of 
' War 


If the nations would end war, 
there must be an end to this stand- 
ing menace of war—"“the German em- 
Pire on a Prussian basis.” if they 
would have enduring péace they 
must remove this perpetual obstacle 
to peace. If they do not wish the 
world to become permanently an 
armed camp, and saddle upon  them- 
selves, in self-defense, a militarism 
that will match Germany's, they 
must carry on the war; regardless of 
its cost in blood and treasure, until 
“the German empire on a Prussian 
basis” ceases to exist by becoming 
either free or powerless, Mr. Bal- 
four’s phrase, “a Germany free or 
powerless,” states the only possible 
alternatives. 


All statements of war aims are be- 
side the mark that do not put this 
as the fundamental and _ itrevocable 
aim, It is to the enduring credit of 
Yresident Wilson that in no import- 
ant utteranéc on the war since we 
entered it has he failed to name this 
aim. In his address to the congress 
in April, in his message to Russia, 
May 26, in his Flag Day address, 
June 14, in his reply to the Pope, 
Aug. 27, in his Buffalo Labo: con- 
vention address Novy. 12, in his mes- 
sage to congress, Dee, 4, and in his 
recent address to the same body, 
Jan. 8, it will be found. Its. best 
statement is in the reply to the Pope. 

“The object of this war is to de- 
liver the free peoples of the world 
from the menace and the actual 
power of a vast, military establish- 
ment, controlled by an irresponsible 
government, which . 4.02 OW 
stands balked but not defeated, the 
enemy of four-fifths ofthe world.” 

Mr. Asquith and Lloyd George 
have not failed to emphasize the 
same aim, and every responsible 
spokesman of France and of Italy 
has done likewise. What the com- 
mon citizen should do is to back his 
spokesman by keeping this funda- 
mental aim constantly in mind and 
perpetually reiterating. it—By Prof.

Uniform Administration of 
Military Service Act sought by 
Questionnaire Method 


The great crisis through which the 


world is now passing has served to em-| — 


pliasize among a great many other things 
the axiom that responsibility is the price 
of liberty. Because equal privileges are 
enjoyed by all citizens of Canada, it is the 
duty of our Government to see, as far as 
it is able, that all are made to bear equal 
sacrifices. That the Dominion’s War 
Government is not unmindiul of its duty 
in this respect is evidenced from the care 
that is being taken to ensure the equitable 
administration of the Military Service Act. 
Questionnaires are about to be addressed 


‘| to all exempted men so as to permit of a 


checking of the decisions in the case of 
each to the end that uniformity be estab- 
lished in the application of the legislation. 
These questionnaries must be returned 
promptly upon penalty of forfeiture of the 
exemption papers previously granted, 
Exempted men should notify the registrar 
of their district of any change of address, 
as non-receipt will be regarded as con- 
stituting failure to return questionnaire, 
properly filled in as required. The Goyern- 
ment is determined that the Military 
Service Act shall be administered fairly, 
and in this determination they will have 
the active support oi all followers of dem- 
ocratic ideals. 


Six Matches a Day 


Thoughtlessness and worse in the face 
of the match shortage are resulting “in 
needless hardship, says a London cable. 
The normal consumption of matches in 
the country is some 2,000 million boxes 
per year. Failure of foreign supplies bas 
reduced the supplies available to half this 
quantity—in other words, to some six 
matches per day for every adult.
